The ground for a lawn should be dug at least a foot deep and liberally enriched with well- 
rotted barnyard manure, dug well under, and the surface pulverized and made perfectly smooth. 

The seed should be a mixture of hardy, dwarf grasses, free from seeds of weeds, and for 
light soils, a little white clover should be added, say one-half pound to the bushel. 

The seed should be broadcast evenly, lightly raked in, and the ground rolled to make the 


surface firm. 
The care of a lawn is also important. 


It should be cut regularly, otherwise the coarser 


grasses will grow up and choke out the finer sorts, destroying the smooth, velvety surface so 


much desired.

It should be regularly top-dressed wtih good commercial lawn fertilizer, fine-
